were at the house Sunday. It is be- 
lieved that the best specialists in the 
country are being rushed to the bed- 
side, and that some of them are al- 
ways on hand. 

The line about Arden house were 
drawn closer tonight than at any 
time since Mr. Harriman’'s relapse 
once more centered the attention of 
the financial world on this placide 
countryside. Charles T. Ford, superin- 
tendent of the estate, sent out word 
tonight that no more newspaper men 
would be allowed access to Dr. Lyle, 
by either written message or tele- 
phone. He said the guard about the 
house had been strengthened and given 
peremptory orders to pa8s no one with- 
out his permission. 

Wall Street Spies on Hand. 

These precautions are not directed 
against the newspaper men so much as 
against a group of spies sent here by 
Wall street § interests. Several of 
these tried to mingle with the news- 
paper representatives this afternoon 
to learn what they knew.

Permission was given to H. P. Keene 
to use the Government building at 
Piedmont park for the construction of 
an aeroplane which wil be exhibited 
at the Autodrome in November. 

A topographical map of Piedmont 
park was exhibited by O. F. Kauffman, 
who made it under specifications from 
the landscape architect employed by 
the city. 

The report of the general manager 
showed that the park property in the 
city was worth between $850,000 and 
$900,000. 

In his report, the general manager 
made the following statement: 

“During a recent meeting of citi- 
zens in tne eighth ward, the park de- 
partment was very, severely criticised 
tor ‘disinheriting’ Piedmont park. Had

At one place handsome bar fixtures 
were seized, along with a quantity of 
liquors, and these, too, are stored 
away in the dump heap of contraband 
supplies, to be destroyed at a conven- 
ient time. 

Fifty casks of beer were seized at 
the Bienville brewery, which resumed 
operation last night, after being 
closed down since just before the pas- 
sage of the state-wide laws. The 
brewery was not seized. Later a raid- 
ing squad visited the Mobile brewery, 
where three large copper vats filled 
with beer were seized. ‘

RICE IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


A news dispatch from Sautee, in Nacoochee yalle;, tells an interesting 
Story of rice culture in the mountains. 

Senator J. R. Lumsden and his neighbors are raisi:g rice for their own 
tables and paying profits to no man for the things that sustain life. They 
are cultivating in the mountains the products of the seaboard. 

Cooperating with nature in ways not employed until recently, these 
Georgians living in the mountains furnish-an inspfring example of how to 
live at home. 

Senator Lumsden is widely known throughout the state for his legis- 
lative service. He was a pioneer in rice culture in the valley in which 
he lives. 

Raising at home his own meat and meal, fruit and honey, small grain 
and forage crops, he buys nothing for his home table but salt, sugar and 
the delicacies of other lands. Living twelve miles irom a railroad, he is 
as contented and prosperous as a mediaeval knight in his baronial ca.tle— 
and more secure. 

The saving to him of the cost of actual necessities of life, and the 
largely added cost of transportation to his home in the valkey will be read- 
ily appreciated by the farmer who kas not followed hi: example. 

Should the corn crop prove a failure, he need not worry, since he has 
in rice one of the most nourishing and healthful articles of diet in the 
world. : 

His own flock of goats scamper over his hills, and his own cows furnish 
creamery products for his table. 

To such a farmer the outside world is not a necessity, but an incident.

The results of these tests dre set forth.in a bulletin prepared by Director 
Martin V. Calvin, of the Georgia Experiment Station, in which he establisbLes 
conclusively that it is not the acreage in corn which shculd be increased in 
the cotton growing states, but the yield.

Chairman Quillian, of the bond com- 
mission, met with the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce by invitation at 
yesterday afternoon's meeting and ex- 
plained fully the status of the proposed 
bond issue. He made it clear that 
under the plan outlined in the report 
of the sewer committee the outfall! 
from every one of the seven trunk 
sewers will be disposed of at the three 
great plants contemplated. The sew- 
age will be conveyed by conduits or 
tunnels from the mouths of the trunk 
sewers and every particle oa it will 
be disposed of. 

The plan for the waterworks will be 
accompanied by a map showing every 
street on which 12, 16 and 20-inch 
mains are to be laid. The commission 
has had al! the graded streets without 
water mains measured and the houses 
counted and finds 75 miles without 
water. It has also had the ungraded 
streets measured where there are 
houses and finds 45 miles. 

The committee proposes to lay 6 and 
8-inch mains or larger on every graded 
street and will take care of the houses 
on ungraded streets with 2-inch pipes:

Market Closed Steady at Net 


s of Seven to Eleven 
Points. 


New York, September 8.—An ad- 
vance into new high ground for the 
movement during the early trading 


was followed by quite a sharp break’ 


in the cotton market today, with the 
close barely steady at a net less of 7@ 
ll points. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 6@9 points and sold 9 to 
11 points higher during the first half- 
hour on southern bull support, cover- 
ing a somewhat broadening demand 
through commission houses, foreigt 
buying, higher cables, the continued 
g00d spot demand in Liverpool and 
encouraging foreign trade advices. The 
advance to 12.80 for gee oy at- 
tracted heavy realizing. Outside buy- 
ing seemed to have been pretty well 
supplied on the way up and the mar- 
ket later turned weak and unsettled, 
owing to a withdrawal of southern bull 
support and scattered selling orders 
through houses with southern connec- 
tions which are supposed to be partly 
against actual, December closing 12.62 
bid, or 8 points net lower. Receipts 
are increasing rapidly and the fear of 
the new crop movement is still re- 
stricting investment demand, notwith- 
standing the bullish trade and crop ad- 
vices which continue to reach the trade 
from the south and abroad. 

The census report, published at the 
opening, showed 377,552 bales ginned 
prior to September 1, against 402,229 
last year and 200,278 in 1907. These 
figures proved a little larger than ex- 
pected, as the crop is. normally . late, 
but were attributed 
opening, as the result of drought and 
high temperatures, which, in turn, are 
supposed to have curtiled the ultimate 
yield. Southern spot markets official- 
ly reported early were unchanged to 
3-16c higher. No material change in 
differences between grades seemed to 
be expected at the meeting of the re- 
vision committee after the close.

JUDGE WILKERSON 
ORDERS WILL FILED 


The much-talked-of will of the late 
Joshua B. Crawford has been ordered 
filed in the ordinary’s office and within 
ten days this document, which prom- 
ises to be the center of one of the most 
gruelling legal battles ever waged here, 
will be in the hands of the ordinary, 
open to the inspection of all concerned. 

Judge Wilkinson yesterday after- 
noon issued the order for the filing of 
the will. This is not for the purpose 
of having the will probated, but solely 
for the purpose of making the docu- 
ment accessible to those who may 
have a personal interest in it. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Elhan appeared 
before the ordinary yesterday and 
argued that the will should be filed, 
citing a number of supreme court de- 
eisions to sustain their contention. At- 
torneys for J. J. Barge, named in the 
will as administrator, stated that there 
was no objection to the will’s being 
probated if so ordered. However, 
Judge Wilkinson did not order the 
probation, but the simple filling of the 
document. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Elhan state that 
they will immediately attack the 
validity of the will, and the legal bat- 
tle which will ensue gives promise of 
being one of the most interesting 
ever waged in. a Fulton‘county court. 
To add to the other complications, the 
fight will be a three-cornered affair 
between Mrs. J. B. Crawford, widow of 
the late Joshua B. Crawford; Mrs. 
Elhan. and those made heirs of the 
Crawford estata by the wtl) which was 
yesterday filed. The developments in 
the case will attract wide-spread at- 
tention.

“In other words, brethren, we are 
hitching common sense and the zeal of 
self-preservation to the plow. What 
I want to stress today, what I feel it 
my duty to impress upon you as the 
result of the experience gained during 
my service as your president, is that 
we need more of this practical, loyal, 
cooperative spirit in the Farmers’ 
Union. 

“A vast change has come over this 
organization since I frst became 
identified with its fortunes. In the 
beginning we were largely swayed by 
emotion, by favoritism, by personal 
liking or dislike for this man or that. 


Less Sentiment, More Common Sense. 


“Every one of you know that I am 
telling the truth, when [ say that 
in the old days, the man who could 
‘put a feeling On us,’ was the man in 
whom we placed our confidence. if 
it were a politician, he could lead 
many of us captive by bragging on 
us, calling us the ‘backbone of the 
country, telling us how abused we 
were, and that he would change it 
all between sunup and sundown if 
we elected him to office. 

“And now, honest, didn’t a great 
many of our people belive that sort 
of thing? As a matter of fact, don't 
a great many of our people still be- 
lieve that sort of thing? You know 
they do. 

“But their number is growing 
They are getting to be ‘from Mis- 
souri,’ whenever a politician comes 
around with sugar on his tongue, and 
tears in his voice. They are coming 
to demand action, instead or words, 
and the day cannot come too soon, 
for our own good, when every single 
Qne of us will hold by this standard 
of measurement. 

“The politicians aren't 


less. 


the only 
described useful. Some of the large 
and the little leaders in our own ranks 
have in the past employed the same 
policies to 
or to carry their points. And they 
have also found another method use- 
ful. They have learned it tickles the 
ears of the farmer to abuse some man 
he doesn’t like. Once upon a time 
that was the quickest way to most 
of their hearts. And the more 
vigorous the ‘cuss-words,’ the hotter 
the language, and the more you sweat- 
ed your collar down, the better pleased 
were your hearers, the more likely 
you were to get them worked up to 
the point where they would vote you 
the greatest friend they had in the 
universe. Thank heaven that condi- 
tion is gradually disappearing.”
